1 . Claims 23-27 and 30-45 are allowed and renumbered as claims 1 -21 . 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
of record does not teach or suggest the recited damping or soundproofing method 
further including a first cured product layer formed from a reactive fluid acrylic resin 
comprising a composition including a resin selected from the group consisting of 
methacrylic ester resin, urethane methacylate resin and epoxy methacrylate resin; a 
photo-initator; and a methacrylate monomer; and a second cured product layer 
disposed on the first cured product layer, wherein the second cured product layer is 
formed from a reactive fluid epoxy resin composition. The prior art does not teach 
motivation or suggestion for modification to make the invention as instantly claimed.
